HOW TO! 


The Youth Club Activity Committee was formed on August 10, 1967, 
as a part of the YOUTH PROGRAM (Young N umismatists) of the Amer- 
ican Numismatic Association. 


The purpose of the committee is to gather information regarding youth 
activities of coin clubs throughout the United States and eventually the 
world. This information will be evaluated and published to stress the im- 
portance of youth programs and to encourage exchange of information 
by numismatic groups. 


All clubs having or planning youth programs and projects are asked 
to forward information about their program to the committee. This infor- 
mation will be added to the files and incorporated in subsequent issues of 
the YOUTH PROGRAM. Individuals also are encouraged to forward ideas 
they may have regarding promotion of youth in numismatics. 


© The objectives of the YOUTH PROGRAM, youth club activities and 
youth in numismatics are expressed as the following ideas and ideals: 


Encourage interest in the hobby of collecting. 

Create interest in the background (history) of numismatics. 
Provide assistance to the young collector. 

Develop a friendly atmosphere among collectors. 

Promote exhibiting by young collectors. 

Provide constructive suggestions for exhibiting by youth. 
Plan visits to places of numismatic and other interest. 


_ It is the committee’s hope that the following list of ideas, ideals and 
activities will be of assistance in the formation of new groups wishing to 
sponsor a youth program: | 


1. Respect the junior members. 


2. Create a numismatic godparent for youths who do not have a 
parent or guardian interested in numismatics. 


_ 3. Include juniors in shows by promoting and assisting them in ex- 
hibiting. Assistance should be in the form of advice only and not include 
help in making up exhibits. 


4. Help the junior members run a meeting periodically with the 


regular officers prompting the young members and giving constructive 
criticism when needed. 


© 5. Rotate junior members in the role of runners at auctions. 


6. Promote and aid a junior section or club when the number of 
junior members deem such action advisable. Only a minimal number of 
aduits should act as advisors, preferably one adult advisor and an assistant. 


They should be rotated periodically. 
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7. Encourage juniors to write articles about their hobby and numis- 
matic areas of their particular interest. They also should be encouraged to 
present their articles to the club and/or other groups and to various numis- 


matic publications. 


8. Encourage the possibility of ‘“numismatic homeroom” projects in 
the local school system and other youth organizations of your community. 


9. Promote games at some of the club meetings. They could include 
Anagrams, How Many Letters, Pass the Thought Along, etc., and should 
allow all members to participate. 


10. Have question and answer sessions. 


11. Provide kind and knowledgable leadership. Many people have 
valuable suggestions but don’t present them for fear they will be appointed 
to guide a project when they lack leadership ability. 


12. Hold workshop sessions with the young collectors, preferably with 
a respected regular member heading the session. 


13. Arrange down-to-earth swap sessions for young members. 


14. Arrange and encourage young members to visit coin shows in 
the area. If an educational session is a part of these shows, make up a 
group tour to attend the educational forum. 


15. Arrange weekend or summer trips to points of interest. It is not 
necessary that all of these trips be of numismatic interest. 


16. Include juniors in work projects by allowing them to help set up 
shows, help dealers get situated, take show count and help with the exhibit 
area, ticket sales, registration and directing visitors. The juniors who are 
nearing regular membership status could act as guides for adult groups 
and visiting juniors on a tour of the town and places of interest. 


17. Establish a major research project into methods of improving 
club programs. The project should be guided by a regular member. 


18. Send each junior member a meeting notice emphasizing the 
YOUTH PROGRAM or project for that meeting. 


19. Create a study group including junior members for study and 
research on methods of improving coin shows. Under proper supervision 
this group could be an excellent asset for any show. 


20. Form a creative study group including junior members to improve 
judging rules for a particular area pertaining to exhibiting. 


21. Establish a junior auction night for the specific purpose of in- 
structing auction methods and rules. 


22. Never overlook or underestimate the youth of your organization. 
Occasionally they may have difficulty in expressing their ideas and ideals. 
Work with them until these ideas and ideals are clarified.

aids available from the ANA to sup- 
plement talks to civic groups. 


He added that the ANA has as- 
sisted in this venture by making 
available to the participants rules 
and guides toward a common goal. 
Exhibit cards and posters are fur- 
nished to promote numismatic ex- 
hibits which are the backbone of 
the year-long endeavor. Newspaper 
articles and television announce- 
ments also are among the many 
ways numismatic information is be- 
ing brought to the public’s atten- 
tion. 


Yowell reviewed the history of 
NCW, which first was suggested by 
Julius Guttag, a member of the 
ANA board of governors, in Feb- 
ruary, 1924. Moritz Wormser, ANA 
president, then announced in a 
message to members, that they 
should be enthusiastically engaged 
in the promotion of numismatics 
throughout all the 365 days of the 
year, but by concentrating efforts 
on a definite Coin Week more con- 
crete and definite results might be 
accomplished in publicizing the 
hobby. 

Coin Week was promoted dur- 
ing several of the following years, 
and in 1939 Lee Hewitt of Chicago 
proposed that the ANA endorse the 
week, which would become an an-

Dr. Hudson described the prob- 
lems which arose within the coun- 
try because of the cheap money, 
and he also described new laws 
passed to combat the problems 
which in turn produced new prob- 
lems. 

He added that the scapegoat of 
the government was Baron de Gortz, 
a German statesman who attained 
prominence as the financial and 
diplomatic advisor to Charles XII. 
Following the kings death the baron 
was blamed for the financial plight 
of Sweden and was executed in 
Stockholm in 1719. Dr. Hudson 
exhibited de Gortz dalers to accom- 
pany his talk.—E.J. Schenck, Jr., 
publicity chairman.

In a letter to the club, Wal- 
ter Breen, founder of the institute, 
said a genuine overdate is known 
in the cent, 2c piece and 5c nickel 
(narrow numerals type) for 1869, 
and reputedly also in one variety 
of the trime or 3c silver. 


“It is, therefore, no surprise to 
find it at last in the nickel 3c 
piece,” he added. “So far I have 
seen no other specimen, though 
possibly others exist, unrecognized 
or at best described as recut dates.”
